ORDINANCE 


WHEREAS, the City of Chicago (the “City”) and the County of Cook (the ■'Couniy") are home 
rule units of government under Article V!l, Section 6 ( 3 ) of the 1970 CDostitution of ttie State of 
illinois, and as such may exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to their respective 
government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, Article Vll, Section 10 of the Constitution of the State of lilinois authorizes and 
encourages units of local government to contract or otherwise associate among themselves to 
obtain or share services and to exercise, combine, or transfer any power or functiorr. and 


WHEREAS* the Cook Cour-.ty Sheriffs Office (the "Shenff) seeks to reduce reciciivisni at the 
Cook County Department of Corrections ("CCOOC”) by providing meaningful work and skilis to 
inmates that will enhance employment opporfuniites upon release; and 

WHEREAS, the City's Commission on Animal Care and Control ((he ’Commission"! is 
mandated to provide a clean and healthy environment for animals housed at its facility at 274 1 
South Western Avenue (the “Facility"}: and 


WHEREAS, the Commission is further responsible for humaneiy interacting with and 
handling dogs, cats, other domestic animals, reptiie,® and wiidlrfe housed at the Facility and 

WHEREAS, non-violent CCOOC inmates in need of job skids are available on a voluntary 
basis to receive training to clean and feed aninrsis at the Facility, and 

WHEREAS, the Commission recognizes the opportunity to tram suitable inmate volunteers 
and utifee their volunteer service to achieve its mandate, and 


WHEREAS, the Commission currently seeks, and will tram suitable inmate volunteers to 
perform, the following services: cleaning and disinfecting animal cages in She areas in which animais 
are housed and treaterj. and feeding and watering of housed animais per established schedules, 
and 


WHEREAS, the Sheriff and the Commission will mutually benefit from an arrangement 
whereby the Commission trains suitable inmate volunteers and utilizes their volunteer service to 
achieve its mandate (the “Volunteer Program’'): and 


WHEREAS, 
significant net cost savings

WHEREAS, the Commission wishes to make avaitahle certain corporate funds in an amount 
not to exceed S231,059 87 annually plus a not to exceed annual increase of five percent (t)%} to pay 
for or reimburse the Sheriff for certain costs ft will incur in connection with the Volunteer Program 
(the “Actual Costs”) to the extent and in the manner provided iri the Agreement, ana 

WHEREAS, the Ciiy and the County wish to enter into an intergoverno^ntai agieemeni m 
substantially the form attached as Exhibit.it Agreement } wheieby the City snail pay foi or 

reimburse the Sheriff for the Actual Costs, now therefore. 



BE fT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF CHICAGO: 


SECTION 1. The above recitals are expressly incorporated in and made a part of this 
ordinance as though fully set forth herein 

SECTION 2. Subject to the approval of the Corporation Counsel of the City as to form and 
legality, and to the approval of the City Comptroller, the Executive Director of the Commission is 
authorized to execute artd deliver the Agreement, and such, other documersts as are irecessary, 
betv/een the City and the County, which Agreement may contain such other terms as are deemed 
necessary or appropriate by the parties executing the same on the part: of the City. 

SECTION 3. To the extent that any ordinance, resolution, rule, order or provision of the 
Municipal Code of Chicago, or part thereof, is in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance, the 
provisions of this ordinance shall control, if any serhton, paragraph, clause or provision of this 
ordinance shall be held invalid, the invalidity of such section, paragraph, clause or provision shaij not 
affect any other provisions of this ordinance 


SECTION 4. This ordina.nice shall be in full force and effect from and after the date of its 
passage and approval.
